Trade,—The Oversea imports during November were valued at £3,878,498, 
and show an increase of £694,788, or 21-8 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. The total for five months, 
July to November, 1918, was £18,623,175, an increase of £7,361,475, or 
65-3 per cent., in comparison with the corresponding period in 1917. 


The Oversea exports during November amounted to £4,676,787, being 
an increase of £1,391,176, or over 42 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the five months, July to 
November, 1918, there was an increase of £4,803,211, or 35:8 per cent. 
compared with the same period for 1917. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 
the articles imported, Interstate, at the port of Sydney, in December, 
were valued at £1,718,658, The following is a summary of the imports

Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for December show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,842,200, or £97,725 more than in 
December of last year—an increase of 5:6 per cent. During the six 
months ended 31st December, the revenue was £10,504,796, being 
£1,694,921, or 19-2 per cent., more than the corresponding period of the 


last financial year.

£173,033, or 12-7 per cent., as compared with December of last year.

On the 3lst December, 1918, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in debit to the amount of £1,345,301. 


Gold Producticn —The gold yield during December, 1918, was 9,333 oz. 
crude, equal to 9,030 oz. fine, valued at £38,358, and showed an increase 
of 4,672 oz. fine, and £19,847 in value, compared with December of last 
year. The value of the gold produced during the year 1918 was 
£369,743, and showed an increase of 4,874 oz. fine, and £20,705 in value, 
in the figures for the previous yeavr.. 


The quantity of gold won up to the end of 1918 amounted to 
14,682,798 oz. fine, valued at £62,368,521. 


Land Selections.— During December, 84 applications were made for 41,683 
acres under the Crown Lands Acts; and 76,238 acres, representing 122 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which includes areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 1,044, and the area applied for 765,862 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
Ist January is 1,001,334 acres, representing 1,178 blocks, 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—¥rom the information collected each month (see 
Table 56) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in December, 1918, prices were 42°6 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914 ; 4-9 per cent. higher than in December, 1917 ; and 2:1 per 
cent. higher than in the preceding month, November, 1918. 

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
December, 1918, 66°5 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 4:8 per 
cent. lower than in December, 1917 ; and 0-1 per cent. lower than in 
November, 1918,

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The only variation in meat prices since November was a small 
decrease in the price of pork. 


Advances were noted in prices of potatoes, butter, eggs, and flour, 
while onions were considerably cheaper. 


Meteorology.—<As in the spring months, the December rainfall was below 
the average generally, except at a few isolated places, where falls in 
excess of the average were received, notably Tenterfield, Tumbarumba, 
and Manning Heads. Many stations west of the Mountains recorded 
less than 20 points each, and at a number of others no rain fell. 


Extreme heat prevailed throughout the State, the highest reading 
being at Menindie, 120 degrees on the 9th of the month. Violent local 
winds were experienced, supervening on the high temperatures, and 
much damage was done. Southerlies were responsible for sume ex- 
tremely cold “snaps,” Kosciusko recording 28 degrees with snow on the 
the 27th of the month. 


During the year 1918 two distinct dry spells occurred, the first during 
May, June, and part of July, and the second from September to the end 
of the year. The cereal-growing period was affected by both. Beneficial 
rains fell at rare intervals, the southern districts being the most 
favoured. .In most other parts of the State the annual totals did not 
reach the average. 

Extremes of heat and cold were experienced during the year, 120 
degrees at Menindie on the 9th December being the highest since 4th 
January, 1909, when Bourke registered 125 degrees. The lowest 
temperature recorded was at Kiandra, 2 degrees below zero, on the 19th 
July. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—December, 1918.—The births 
registered numbered 1,620, equal to 25-01 per 1,000 of population 
per annum ; of the total, 807 were males and 813 females. ‘The rate is 
5-6 per cent. below the average of the previous five years, 

The deaths numbered 648, namely, 367 males and 281 females. The 
mortality rate of 10 per 1,000 of population per annum is 74 per cent. 
below the average of the previous five years. The deaths were below 
the average in al! age-groups except 5-64. The total included the 
deaths of 43 patients at the Quarantine Station, North Head, from 
epidemic influenza. 

The infantile mortality was 70°4 per 1,000 births, and is 22°5 per cent. 
below the average for the month of December for the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
December, 287 new buildings, as compared with 195 in December, 1917. 

The total for the twelve months, January to December, was 4,954, as 
compared with 4,811 during the year US 
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statistical Bulletin—December. 1918.
